Eight million of our people remain in the South, victim to all its 
ancient restrictions. Our list of grievances is long. 

"And here, we believe, is the historic task of the NAACP 
todeye We must permit no discrimination to stand in the way of our 
service against the enemy. We must struggle against every restriction 


to our war effort with full fury. Those who oppose our service oppose 
victory " 


The newspaper article reflected that the convention expected to 
concern itself with the problems of developing struggles against every restric- 
tion to the Negro's war effort; protecting civil rights during an emergency, 
and strengthening the NAACP as an organization.

WILLKIE pointed out that a good lesson should be taken from 
China, who "is our friend because like us she nourishes no dream of conquest, 
and resisted aggression and enslavement.” The article continued, "I tell you 
race and color have nothing to do with what we are fighting for today. Race 
ard color do not determine at whose side we shall fight." WILLKIE pointed out 
that there is more or less a race imperialism existing without our own boune 
deries, because the attitude of the white citizens of this country toward the 
Kegroes has undeniably had some of the unlovely characteristics of an alien 
imperialisme-a willingness to exploit @n unprotected people. He pointed out 
further that it is becoming incoreésingly apperent to thoughtful Americans 
thet we cannot fight the forces and ideals of imperialism abroad, and saintain 
a form of imperialism at home. He continued; 


"And so it will be tomorrow. I tell you that the people 
who contribute the most to winning this war-ethe individuel men 
and women, of whatever race, creed or color, the groups who serve 
and sacrifice, whether in military or civilian life--they are the 
people who will determine mankind's direction for generetions.®
